April IO.— E f­ 
forts were made today by the state 
and labor d e pa rtm ents to define 
the status of Donald O’allaghan.

Close of office hours found them 
enroute by messenger to the state 
departm ent, with the latest sug­ 
gestions by Secretary Davis. 
O'Cailaghen arrived a stowaw'ay.

Wilson permitted him to re­ 
main as a seam an, with orders to 
reship to a foreign country within
